of an o th e r nation, in the opinion of 
Senator Hitchcock and other leaders. 
Hitchcock declared, however, t Ii ut 
the p n s i d e n t will not 
accept 
tile 
Lodge res rvatlon on this clause and 
will 
not 
accept 
any 
compromise 
which sacrifices the spirit of Article 
X. 
Some democratic senators have re­ 
cently come to find that this article 
which Wilson calls the “ heart of the 
covenant" is not 
vital so long as 
Article 2 and other provisions to p re ­ 
vent war remain. 
Hitchcock said that recent talks 
with republican senators have con­ 
vinced him that the dicerences on 
Article X are ‘'pretty serious.” 
Hitchcock will confer with a small 
group of senators from 
now 
until 
congrejs teconvenes. 
He is against 
the Underwood proposal for an offi­ 
cial conciliatory committee, on the 
ground that the "get together” pro­ 
cess should be 
informal. 
Such

committee, Hitchcock believes, is use­ 
less until a compromise 
basis 
has 
bien well worked out.
